ATTEMPTED ASSESSMENT.

Te Usion Pecific Emploves Again

Called on fo Support a Hospi-
la_l Scheme,

Dr. Mercer Its Head and Front of
Courae,

The Union DPacific railway company
have onee more posted notices for the
benefit of their 16,000 employes, that
thoy (the employen) will bo compelled to
poy 40 centa ench per month for the sup-
port and maintenance of a hospital,

This same pruplmil-iu‘n, it will bhe re-
membered by the readors of Taw Be,
waa originatod and & arted in July, 1882,
by Dr. 8. D. Moreor, the surgeon of this
railway company. The only difference in
the amount to be deducted from the em-
ployoes is 40 cents now, where the old
assossment was to be 5O conts. It
was ordered by the officials of this

cmnpnniy]v that ench and overy emyluyo
from the president down, should be
ansegsed, and said fifty centa deducted
from his pay, no matter if ho put in one
day or a full month in their employ,
And the paymaster did deduot this
amount from a few employes, but as the
men made such n goneral “‘kick"” against
it, it wan decided to abandon the iden
and consequently they have recelved
their full pay since. It remains to ba
soon what this present month will bring
forth in tho way of a “*kick' again. The
rincipal cause of diesatisfaction in the
882 aaseasments was openly stated by
the employees at the time to be that Dr.
8. D. Mercer waa to have entire control
of said hospital. The Missouri Pacific
railywisy has had, for & numbor of yuars,
a hoapital for their employees, which has
heen conducted on the nssessment plan
by Dr. Jackson, chief surgeon—which ia
located at Sedalin, Mo.,—nnd it has been
a groat bonefit to those for whom it was
established, Thore isa hospital run on
tho same plan at Denver, Col,, which is
highly endorsed by a large number of
ratlrond employes, It being under the
officient manngement of Dr. Wright,
There ia na good reason (other than
the one set forth,which squelched the firat
asposamont eighteen months ago) why
all the ronds should not adopt this plan,
as employes receive all necsssary medi-
cal treatment in case of injury or sick-
ness to himself, and married wen are
trented at home, while unmarried men
are compelled to go to the hospital, ex-
cept in easo of contagions diseases, troat-
ment of which comes from the hospital
funds, but aro properly eared for outside
of the general hospital,
